eccnomy if continued in the post­ 
war period.” 
Saying tha t the federal, budget 
should be balanced “at the earliest 
possible 
date,” he 
recommended 
that Congress, the sta tes and loca’ 
governments cooperate to set up a 
“stable” tax system without “over­ 
lapping.” 
He 
asserted 
“our 
tax 
structure now is only 
a 
planless 
patchwork held together bv noth­ 
ing more substantial than political 
expediency.’’ 
Bricker maintained that balanc­ 
ing the federal budget would give 
more jobs to 
returning 
soldiers 
“than all the made-work the gov­ 
ernment could possiblv plan.” 
He recommended authorization oi 
local taxing of federal owned prop­ 
erty, saying tha t the property tax 
has been “reduced severely by the 
purchase of more and more land 
by fhe federal government.” 
He urged tha t fédéral expendi­ 
tures be “limited to absolutely es­

items” 
and

ment of federal subsidies, criticizing 
recent federal proposals to subsi­ 
dize public schools .

Along the 75-mile front from Valmontone to the Atina region north 
of Cassino, the Eighth army advanced swiftly against withdrawing G er­ 
man rear guatds, taking half a dozen or more towns. 
But in the critical area of the Rome line generally 16 to 20 miles 
south of the Eternal City, enemy defenses were stubborn and skilled along 
25 miles of battle zone stretching from Valmontone around the southern 
slopes of tiie Alban hills to Campo Iemini at the sea. 
At some points west of Velletri, the Allies were within six miles of 
the Pope's summer home a t Castel Gandolfo. 
The loss of Velletri would cripple serioaily the Nazi efforts to m ain­ 
tain the present front guarding Rome, despite their obvious willingness 
to gamble all their available reserves and materiel.

323 HOLIDAY DEATHS 
COUNTED IN NATION 


Ca lifornia Ha s Highe st Vio­

A four-day Memorial day holiday, 
bringing 
the season's first 
heavy 
tra ffic to the country’s highways 
and drawing thousands to summer’s 
outing places, resulted in a t least 
323 violent deaths, an 
Associated 
Press survey disclosed today. 
The toll on the highways for the 
four days was far below the National 
Safety council’s estim ate of 250, la t­ 
est figures showing 98 persons lost 
their lives in tra ffic mishaps, with a 
sim ilar number of drownings re­ 
ported. O tl.er violent deaths totaled 
a t 
least 
127, 
including 
airplane 
crashes, which numbered 25 in Call- 
nornia and 10 in Tennessee; shoot­ 
ings, fires, stabbings, electrocution, 
and other mishaps 
The violent death toll surpassed 
by almost 100 the 1943 total of 239 
deaths for the three-day holiday 
last year but was below the average 
peacetim e. Memorial day count of 
4 0 0 deaths. 
The Sa fety council’s 
estim ate of 250 tra ffic fatalities was 
for a corresponding four-day period 
in May. 
California, with 42 deaths by vio­ 
lence, led the nation. 
In addition 
to the 25 persons killed in plane 
crashes, 
there 
were eight 
traffic 
fatalities, six drownings, and one 
death 
each 
by 
shooting, electro­ 
cution and tractor accident. 
New 
York’s 24 total ranked second larg­ 
est, while Illinois reported 21. Twelve 
states did not report a single violent 
death. 
In Ohio, five died in tra ffic a cci­ 
dents and eight were drowned.

Prisoners of War 


Will Be Available 


For Work On Farms 


(Bv Associated Fraaa) 
COLUMBU8, 
May 
31 —German 
prisoners of war will be available 
in the Fifth Service command this 
summer to help with America’s Food 
For Victory program. 
Command headquarters here a n­ 
nounced yesterday that the pris­ 
oners. most of whom are held a t 
Camp Perry, O., and Camp Atter- 
bury, Ind., would be available for 
gardening and food processing dur­ 
ing the peak 
months 
of 
August, 
September and October. 
M aj. Donald M. McLeod, chief of 
the Prisoner of War branch, said, 
however, the prisoners could only 
work within a 
60-mile 
radius of 
their camp inasmuch as they are 
not allowed to be absent from the 
stockade for more than 12 hours 
at a time. 
Although applications for 13,000 
war prisoners had been approved by 
the War Manpower commission and 
Agriculture Extension 
service 
for 
outside work during each of the 
peak months, post commanders have 
first priority on available labor. Ap­ 
proximately 4,500 of the 8,000 G er­ 
man prisoners in the Fifth Service 
command will be retained for work 
on Prisoner of W ar farms and in 
laundries, bakeries, and other post 
facilities.

TIME MAKES A DIFFERENCE 
The codification of war v eterans’ rights by national 
selectiv e serv ice headquarters necessarily omits one 
of the anticipated problems of getting war v eterans 
restored to employment when they are discharged. 
Many of the v eterans will not be interested in re­ 
taking the Jobs they left when they went into serv ice 
and to which they hav e the serv ice a ct’s broad guar­ 
antees. 
They are required, if they do want to recov er their 
jobs, to make application within 40 days after dis­ 
charge • Beyond that in*rtod, their claim is no longer I 
v alid 
Yet, it is likely that 40 days will be. in many j 
eases, too short a petlod of time 
It is obv iously a 
situation in which any arbitrary lim itations are going 
to be hard to apply. 
U ncertainty and the differences 
which time m akes in human outlook will put a high 
premium on the success of rules and regulations. 
The opportunity for an enlightened type of pcr- 
sonal work is implicit in the situation. 
For example, 
employers should 
and many d o - keep track of their 
war-absent employes and their plans. 
A little contact 
in Mdv ance by way of preliminary spadework would 
av ert a great deal of confusion, unav oidable if large 
numbers of v eterans are discharged with only 40 days 
in which to m ake and put into effect a decision about 
their future.

ROME, THE ETERNAL CITY 
The G erm ans’ apparent decision to withdraw from 
Rome, whose m ilitary v alue is v anishing under the 
northw ard mov ement of the Allied olfensiv e, will mark 
another passage in the Eternal City’s timeless exist- 
enre 
Once more, the inv aders from the north hav e 
been driv en back 
Once more, Rome is to be restored 
to a sta te of sov ereignty; the Allies hav e no wish to 
remain there. 
They regard Rome only as an historic 
point to bo passed in their campaign to expel the G er­ 
mans from territory they hav e no right to possess. 
The modern betrayal of Rome by the regime of 
Benito Mussolini has been a passage of shame dic­ 
tated by tactics of political opportunities. 
In the 
professed intent of restoring the Roman empire, Mus­ 
solini and his followers lost not only their objectiv e 
but the dignity of the symbol they employed. 
Rome 
did not grow great by making alliances with its natural 
enemies; 
it attained its glory 
by standing 
firmly 
against them while it had the power to fight and 
resisting them with dignity when it had been ov er­ 
whelmed 
But despite Mussolini and the G erm an inv asion 
he inv ited. Rome still stands. 
It will be purged of its 
sham e and giv en another lease on the timelessness 
which sets it apart irom ordinary cities. 
No other 
spot in the wide battlefront of the war is better de­ 
signed to remind the warriors that they walk in the 
footsteps of the legions who hav e gone before and the 
legions who will come behind them .

The 18-cow herd of registered 
Holstein-Friesians owned bv R F. 
Benringer, Salem, 
has 
recently 
completed a 
vear 
of 
production 
testing with the average butterfat 
production per cow being nearly 
two and one-half times as much as 
that of the nation’s average dairy 
cow, the Holstein-Friesian Associa­ 
tion of America announces. 
An average of 431 pounds of but­ 
terfat and 12,562 pounds of milk 
has been officially recorded. Milk ­ 
ing was done twice daily. 
The highest producer In the herd 
was Hadriie Lothian Sweet, a 9- 
vear-old, which produced 585 pounds 
of butterfat and 17.335 pounds of 
milk during the herd test year. 
Testing was supervised by Ohio 
State university.

Allies Scoff At German Boast of Secret 
Weapons as Day of Invasions Draws Near 


AP Features 
LONDON—Allied military chiefs aren’t worried over Nazi “secret 
weapons” of invasion. 
“If the Germans had anything up their sleeve, 
they’d use It now' 
against us or the Russians before they get tl.eir brains beaten out.” said 
one ranking official. “Military tacticians in mechanized war don't wait 
to see the whites of enemy eyes.” 
The Germans are expected to use shore defense rockets, glider bombs, 
possibly radio-controlled planes, but the Allied command scoffs at their 
effectiveness. Shore-based rockets are less accurate than artijlery and 
radio-controlled planes and gliders are useless if the control-planes are 
downed by expected Allied air superiority. 
Much more formidable but hardly “secret” are these obstacles which 
invasion forces expect to encounter: 
Underwater barbed wire to trap men leaping from landing craft 
I«and mines—some exploding on contact, others detonated from dis­ 
tant observation points. 
Concrete emplacements for machine gun nests on every likely beach. 
Big guns protected by yard after yard of reinforced concrete ringing 
every strategic 1.arbor and beachhead. 
Behind these will be the traditional German defense in depth with 
mines, pillboxes and gun emplacements repeated for miles inland.

The War Today

this cockpit of southeastern Europe. 
This could be the emergency which 
would force a reluctant Turkey iO 
reconsider whether it should join 
the Allies in the war. 
Only last week Russia was 
re­ 
ported to have served Bulgaria with 
an ultim atum —either to break with 
Hitler or suffer severance of dip­ 
lomatic relations with 
the Soviet. 
Again on Monday the Moscow ra­ 
dio, quoting accusations from an 
article in the Soviet periodical “war 
and the Working Class," 
charged 
the Sofia government with hos­ 
tility towards the Soviet and with 
aiding Germany . 
It’s noteworthy that this article 
made a distinction between the Bul­ 
garian government and the Bul­ 
garian people. 
There have been 
many signs that the people might 
revolt and overthrow the govern­ 
ment. 
A break between Russia and Bul­ 
garia might change the complex ion 
of Turkey ’s position 
01 neutrality . 
I think Ankara would be governed 
largely bv an “if" and that wou.d 
be Russia’s wishes in the matter. 
The Turks wouldn’t want to of­ 
fend their mightv neighbor, who 
most certainly will emerge from 
the war as the dominant power r 
that part, of tlie world. They woul 1 
not be likely to come into the war 
if Russia oref >md that they stay 
out—and she might, for she regards 
the Balkans as her sphere of in­ 
fluence. 
However, by the same token, an 
Invitation from Moscow to Join the 
Allies, especially n pressing imita­ 
tion, might bring Turkey into the 
fray , since she wouldn't be averse 
to taking a whack at the quarrel­ 
some 
Bulgars. 
I think, 
though 
that we should be cautious in con­ 
clusions about Turkey .

on packaged flour for home use. 
The charges grew out of an ex ­ 
tensive inquiry by the government’ 
Anti-Trust division. 
The 
indict­ 
ment was returned March 24, 1943, 
and the defendants plpoded inno­ 
cent June 15. 
Members of ths defendant trade 
association, 
the 
Millers Na’tlona! 
federation, control 81 per cent of 
the 45.000.000 barrels of flour sold 
annuallv in the United States in 
packaged form for household use, 
the Indictment alleged. 
The government charged the fed­ 
eration served as a clearing house 
for price-fix ing agreements among 
the defendants and 
that 
the>^ 
agreements more than doubled bulk 
prices charged bv millers for sales 
of flour in certain amounts. 
The millers national federation 
called the charges “fantastic.”
